Have a heart-to-heart 
talk with yourself 

Speaking of hearts, jumping rope, according to a doctor 
connected with the American Heart Association, is not 
only warming exercise in this cooler weather but also may 
be one of the greatest exercises for the heart. 

Berry NV. KAorse, KA.D., preswient of the American Heart 
Association in L.A.. reports, "Most Aaigricans now under¬ 
stand the benefits of aerobic exercise *f^hearf health." 

Baseball fields have bean sloshy recently and the family 
pools are a bit too chilly for a dip so jumping rope is the 
answer, he suggests. 

It can be done anywhere, indoors or out, rain or shine. 
It's great for the business traveler to do in a hotel room or 
tor a homemaker with a few spare minutes while the pota¬ 
toes are cooking — or tor the business woman while thinking 
out a report to be presented to a seminar the following 
week. 

"In our speed-crazed society, jumping rope may be the 
world's most efficient exercise," Morse advises. 

iResaarch indicates that the cardiorvasewlar benefits 
of fj 25-minute rope jump are roughly equal to a half-hour 
of jogging, three sets of tennis, 27 holes of golf or swim¬ 
ming 700 yards in 25 minutes. 

Besides, skipping rope exercises more parts of the body 
than running or other conditioning exercises, he adds. 

A few ot the most significant jump rope records have 
been chronicled by free-lance author Andrew Gilman, Katauri 
Suiuki of Japan once turned a rope five times on a single 
jump. Brian Christenson of Tennessee made 290 jumps in a 
single minute, and Rabbi Barry Silbarg of Milwaukee went 
six hours and 50,180 jumps without missing a skip. 

The cost of a jump rope ranges from a few pennies 
for the proper measure of clothesline, to a $10-plus for a 
ball-bearing and wooden handled models. Some executive 
jump ropes are even equipped with digital counters and 
special carrying cases.

A Los Angel(« Superior 
Court judge recently warned 
the qperators ol convalescent 
homes that “11 anyone is go¬ 
ing to touch the funds of 
patients, they’re going to 
jail,” and then sentenced the 
former administrator ol a 
South Bay convalescent hos¬ 
pital to 130 days in County 
Jail for stealing money from 
a patient. 

Judge David M. Rothmar. 
ordered the jail term for 51- 
year-old Robert A. Serll who 
was accused by the District 
Attorney’s Nursing Homo 
Abuse Unit ol divertl n g 
$1379 from patient fiunds held 
In (rust by the Shea Conva¬ 
lescent Hospital In Torrance. 

The judge issued the jail 
sentence as one condition of 
placing Serll on probation 
for three years. He also or¬ 
dered the defendant to make 
-esfitution for the $1379. 

According to Deputy Dis¬ 


trict Attorney Edward G. 
Fe’Jman, who heads the 
nursing home unit, Serll had 
pleaded guilty to one coiint 
of forgery which Involved his 
count of forgery which In¬ 
volved his endorsing the 
name of a relative of a pa¬ 
tient on a check for $409 
Slerll used that check to steal 
the money from the patent’s 
a(x:(xunt, Feldman said. 

In return for his guilt'y 
plea, four grand theft char¬ 
ges against Serll were dis- 
missiHi. These other charges 
included allegations that he 
took more than $900 from 
other patients. 

In addition to the judge 
ordering Serll not to exer¬ 
cise authority over patient 
funds in any facility, Feld¬ 
man will refer case reixirds 
to the state Board of Ex¬ 
aminers of Nursing Ht^ne 
Administrators for appropri¬ 
ate action.

Two months after Brad¬ 
bury residents fled for their 
liv(‘s down steep hill roads 
to escape approaching fires, 
they face a new danger.

Bradbury 
Iiomeowners arc not so en¬ 
thusiastic.
